When he came to 
the end of his career, he wrote; “No matter what may be one’s nationality, sex, age, philosophy, 
or religion, everyone wishes either to become or to remain happy. How essential it is, then, in 
youth to acquire some intellectual or artistic tastes, in order to furnish the mind, to be able to 
live inside a mind with attractive and interesting pictures on the walls.” 

The students who are about to leave Daniel McIntyre, have had, during the past two or 
three year, many opportunities to sow the seeds of true happiness for themselves and those 
around them. An empty mind grows bored and cannot endure itself; an empty mind seeks 
pleasure as a substitute for happiness: an active and inquiring mind is the best insurance 
against boredom and discontent. My sincere wish to each of you at this time is that what you 
have experienced and learned here my lead to a rich and full life in which you find that 
happiness.

The staff Awards Committee in choosing a candidate for 
the Governor-General’s Medal is frequently faced with a dif¬ 
ficult choice between two students both of whom are regarded 
as worthy of this high honor.

It was 
to remedy this that the Awards Committee recommended the 
establishment of a Staff Award. 

This Staff Award will not necessarily be granted annually, 
but only when in the judgment of the Committee a choice has 
to be made between two students both of whom are considered 
of Governor General Medal calibre. 

Helen Miller was the Committee’s choice for the award 
in 1959. Helen’s academic achievements are outstanding. Among 
these are the Honor Roll in Grades X and XI, the School Board 
Book Award for the same grades, and the English Merit Award 
for Grade XL She was also a valuable member of the choir, 
the “Breezes,” the Phoenix Club, and the Welfare Committee.

The first meet¬ 
ing of the month was a round table discussion 
about “Racial Tension in Kenya.” This discussion 
examined the Negro right to vote.

The final meeting 
before exams was a film about the Indian and 
Metis.

The 
following week there was a film about provincial 
government.

Two science clubs were organized in Daniel McIntyre this year. The first, under Presi¬ 
dent Henry Funk, and supervised by Mr. Lind; the second, consisting of students from room 18, 
with President Agnes Westphall, was directed by Miss Newell. These clubs met regularly in 
Rooms 20 and 18 every noon hour. 

The major project of each of the clubs was the preparation of entries for the Provincial 
Science Fair in April. A model demonstrating Newton’s third law, by Mike Walsworth; a dem¬ 
onstration of the Avogadro Number estimation, by Ed Sorba; a collection of colored slides and 
recorded sound on the physics course, by Reid Pearce; an 8m.m. sound and colour movie of the 
experiments in the high school physics course, by Henry Funk; an electron locator, by Murray 
Hastings; and a model showing water in circulation, by the students of Room 18, were among 
the exhibits entered in the Fair. 

The success of our entries exceeded our hopes. Ed Sorba’s entry, with a score of 272 
points, was judged the best entry in the Fair. This achievement won Ed a $100 scholarship do¬ 
nated by the Free Press, and a $50 prize given by the Rotary Club. Daniel McIntyre with 1845 
points was awarded the trophy for the school with the highest aggregate point score in the Fair. 
This high point score was made possible by a second and third place in the Physics section by 
Henry Funk, and Reid Pearce respectively; and a first and third place in the Chemistry com¬ 
petition, by Ed Sorba and Murray Hastings. 

Next year’s club has been left with a record which will be difficult to equal. Our thanks 
to all the science teachers whose guidance and encouragement played no small part in our 
achievement.

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With the opening of another high-school rugby 
season, the Daniel MacIntyre Maroons practised 
hard because their goal was the City Championship 
which the Maroons, unfortunately, had not cap¬ 
tured for the last two years. The many weeks of 
practice preceding the rugby season were soon 
put to good use in the Red Feather Tournament. 
With the co-operation of the Cheerleaders and the 
DMCI supporters, the Maroons won their game 
7-0. Paul Allan’s winning touchdown helped Daniel 
amass a total of thirty-five points to win the Red 
Feather Shield for the second time in four years. 

In the League’s opening game, the Maroons 
downed the determined St. Paul’s team 34-12. The 
steady defensive and offensive performance was 
highlighted by a seventy-two yard run by Henry 
Schroeder and a sixty-seven yard pass and run by 
Dale Helgason. 

The second game, against Sisler High, turned 
out to be a gritty defensive battle. Both defences 
stood their ground until Daniel Mac exploded for 
two touchdowns. The first was scored by Skuli Sig- 
fusson on a twenty-seven yard pass, and the sec¬ 
ond on a twenty-yard run by Paul Allan after a 
pass interception. This determined effort, which 
won the game for Daniel 14-0, was carried on into 
the next game. 

The next encounter, against the Kelvin Klippers 
proved to many critics that the Danielites are still 
the “mighty” Maroons. Kelvin was attempting to 
break a losing streak in which they had not beaten 
Daniel Mac in a number of years. With a minute 
and twenty seconds to go, the Klippers held a 9-0 
lead. Suddenly Dale Helgason broke off tackle for 
a forty-five yard touchdown run. Paul Allan con¬ 
verted, making the score 9-7 for Kelvin. In the 
ensuing plays, Daniel tied the score when Victor 
Swiatkiewicz tackled the Kelvin ball carrier be¬ 
hind the goal for two points. The score was nine- 
all with twenty seconds remaining. On Kelvin’s 
next play. Bob Simmonds broke through the Kel¬ 
vin line to recover a loose ball. Gary Grubert 
kicked well in the last play of the game to give the 
Maroons a point and a hard-fought 10-9 win. 

The game against St. John’s Tech was a complete 
rout as the Maroon offensive unit crushed the St. 
John’s defences. Angus Maciver scampered for 
two touchdowns, Paul Allan, Ray Miller, and Hen¬ 
ry Schroeder’s ninety-two yard run contributed the 
other touchdowns. Gary Grubert was a defensive 
standout with two intercepted passes, and his kick¬ 
ing performance was an outstanding feature of the 
game. 

The game that all Danielites had been awaiting 
approached. The team was determined to beat 
Tec-Voc who the previous year had given Daniel 
a 40-1 trouncing. This determination was apparent 
when Ray Miller returned the ball to the opposi¬ 
tion forty-yard line on the opening kick-off. Ten 
plays later Paul Allan scored from twenty-five 
yards out. Paul missed the convert but provided 
the rest of Daniel’s scoring punch when he inter¬ 
cepted a pass and ran twenty yards for a touch¬ 
down. The team’s tremendous desire was again 


exhibited by Angus Maciver, who, when a Tec-Voc 
player had recovered a fumble and headed for the 
Daniel goal line with a twenty yard lead, closed 
the gap, and after a ninety yard chase tackled 
the ball carrier on the three yard line. Though 
Tec-Voc scored a touchdown after this play, the 
enthusiastic Maroons scored a 12-6 triumph. 

The Gordon Bell game provided Daniel Mac 
with many scoring opportunities but many of 
these passed unused. The Daniel defence allowed 
only a sixty-seven yard pass and run play and a 
single point. This, however, was enough to let 
Gordon Bell win the last league game 8-0. 

In the semi-finals, the Maroons were matched 
against Kelvin. The Maroons showed that their 
first victory was not an accident by completely 
demolishing the Kelvin team by a score of 30-0. 
The Maroon defensive unit held the Kelvinite of¬ 
fense to a standstill. Henry Schroeder scored the 
first touchdown with Dale Helgason contributing 
two more T.D.’s The other points came from a 
fumble, recovered in the Kelvin end zone by Victor 
Swiatkiewicz, and a field goal, two converts, and 
a single point supplied by the tremendous kicking 
of Gary Grubert. 

In the final game, the swift-striking Gordon 
Bell Panthers scored fourteen points in the first 
quarter. The Danielites then settled down and 
helped Maciver score a touchdown in the second 
quarter. In the third quarter, Paul Allan’s fifty- 
five yard run set up a touchdown by Dale Helgason. 
From this point the Maroons seemed prepared to 
take the lead but lost their real chance when, in 
spite of having a favorable wind, they failed to 
hold Gordon Bell on their own five yard line with 
ten minutes left. When the Danielites finally re¬ 
covered the ball, the lack of time and their own 
anxiety proved to be their downfall. Daniel Mac¬ 
Intyre went down to a 15-13 defeat though many 
thought in the last few minutes that the game 
could have gone either way. 

Despite the loss of the hard-fought championship 
game, the players congratulated the Gordon Bell 
winners in their dressing room. 

This year the city coaches and selectors once 
again noticed the top quality of the Maroon play¬ 
ers. Selected by the judges for the All-Star Team 
were Paul Allan, linebacker; Angus Mclver, 
quarterback; Dave Holden, center; Henry Schroe¬ 
der, halfback; Bob McWilliams made both offen¬ 
sive and defensive tackle spots while Victor Swiat¬ 
kiewicz made offensive guard and defensive mid¬ 
dle guard positions.
